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Many selentific investigations, using varied tech- 
niques, have demonstrated that there are significant per- 
sonality differences existing between delinquent when con 
pared with non-delinguent boys and adults, Stucies of civ- 
ilian delinquents and criminals by Momachesi (17), Ladacott 
(&), Bridges and Bridges (4), dures (7), (6), Fry (12), 
(13), and Glueck and Glueck (24), to name only a few, and 
studies of offenders againet military law by Blair (%), 
Betts (2), Stouffer and Otness (25), Peldmen and Kaleski 
(10), Clark (5), and Lemkau end Kent (16), heve shown re- 
liable differences in the personality of Gelinquents and 
non-delinguents., One of the eventual cuteomes growing from 
the present study is that of further demonctrasing peraon 
ality cifferences between delinquent and non-delinquent 
persomel. 

fhe immediate purpose of the present study te of a 
two-fold nature, The primary objective is to study one as~ 
peet of the ultimate objective reparted above; nuwmely, vo de- 


seribe, on the basis ef certain omychological variables the 
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personalities ef a group of air Force Court Mertial Cases, 
These Court Martial cases represent delinquent military per- 
sonnel. The objective of secondary importance is to experi1- 
ment with the use of an unstructured thematic picture test 
in gathering the information for the variables used in the 
primary purpose and to draw conclusions, therefrom, as to 
its utility when applied to such an effort. The unstruct- 
ured picture test has been designed especially for use with 
military personnel, 

In similar manner, the present study nas two ultimate 
objectives, Chronologically, the first of these hae been 
Gescribed above but again, stated briefly, it involves the 
establishing of personality differences between delinquent 
and non-delingquent military personnel by studying a non-de- 
linquent group and comparing the findings with the results 
of the present study. Finally, it is hoped, that upon com- 
Pletion of the above studies, it will be possible to iden- 
tify, at the point of induction into the services. those 
personnel who would be most likely te become offenders if 
they were permitted to enter the services. 

For purposes of the present experiment, the meaning of 
the term “delinquent personnel” refers to those military 


persons who have been convicted of charges before a court 
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martial and who were, at the time of the study, serving a 
sentence in confinement. A court martial is defined as "ea 
court consisting of military officers appointed by & command- 
er to try charges of offense against military law." (1). 
Non-delinquent personnel refers to those persons who have 
never been convicted of a military offense before a court 
martial. 

Before leaving the objectives of the present study, it 
is again emphasized that their scope is limited to the re- 
sults obtained from a delinquent group of military persons, 
enly. Also, re-emphasized, is the hope that future research 
will study a non-delingquent group using the same materials 
utllized in the prezent research and demonstrate any re- 
sultant personality differences when compared to the experi- 
ment at hand, 

Presenting anc Defending the Problem 

A service man is subject to both civil law, as a citi- 
zen of the United States, and to militery law. The present 
study, however, is concerned only with offenses against the 
latter, an entirely distinct code which governs the members 
of the several services and reculates their conduct at ail 
times, The Uniform Code of Military Justice designates the 
forms of behavior which are considered offenses against 
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military law, Theae offenses range in relative military 
importance from, for example. spying, to appearing in an 
unclean uniform. Punishments are scaled from death to for- 
feiture of pay. The most common major offense of interest 
in connection with the present study ie AWOL, meaning ab- 
sent from station and duty without leave from proper auth- 
ority. 

Exact numbers of delinquents are not readily evailable 
but 1t is known that disciplinary problems conetitute a 
majer interest of every command, Every commissioned offi- 
cer of the armed forces is considered to be available to 
perform duties in cennection with Courts Martial (27). Even 
if figures were available as to the numbers of milimry de- 
linquents, they would not convey the magnitude of the gener- 
al problem they present. The service man who is AWOL or 
in confinement is a total loss to the services, In acdi- 
tion, he represents a not insignificant overhead cost to 
the government. He represents a financial loss with re- 
spect to his recovery (in the case of AWOL), trial, confine- 
ment, anc in some cases discharge. In terms of man hours 
spent in the administrative processing of the delinquent, 
the loss is again significant, When it is realized that 


every court martial, alone, requires the services of from 
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one to several commissioned officers spending from a few 
minutes to days on each case, the loss of money and manpow- 
er becomes more evident, The money spent on personnel who 
will become court mertial cases in conneetion with their 
induction, training, transportation, food, clothing, equip- 
mont, shelter, and medical care aleo may be considered 
largely a loss. Betts (2) in hia study of incipient Army 
criminals stated that most of their stay in the Army repre- 
sented a lcss. 

The absentee presents a special problem. Apart from 
the loss he causes in terms of money and manpewer. he leaves 
his post vacant, thus adversely affecting his unit's effi- 
ciency at any tise and in time of war, posetAbly endanger-~ 
ing the lives of his comrades, 

It is apparent that many persons, who will likely be- 
come delinquent, now escape detection at the point of induc- 
tion. More eceurate methods of personnel assesament are re- 
quired, if such methods were available, it should be poe- 
sible to reject inductees who would likely become offenders, 
or to identify them early and insure that they ere handled 
properly in order to minimize the chance of their becoming 
offenders. (3) 


With the above as validating evidence, it almost seems 
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superfluous to add that it is imperative for every officer 
and every non-commissioned officer to know as much as pos- 
sible about the kind of men who become court martial cases, 
If the symptoms of delinquency could be definitely isolated, 


the savings in terms of money and manpower would be astound- 
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As was suggested previously in this paper, numerous in- 
vestigations have been conducted with the objective of es- 
tablishing personality differences between delinquent when 
compared with non-delinquent persons, Nearly al] investiga- 
tions have used a different technique in etudying the prob- 
lem, That is not to deny thet repetitions of method have 
ececurred but the point being made is that a variety of tech- 
niques nave been used in studying the problem of personal- 
ity differences, A survey of the literature reveals that 
one of the more frequentiy used scales in studying the per- 
sonality of delinquents and non-delinquents is the Minnesota 
Multi-Phasic Personality Inventory. Monaches! (17) used 
this inventory and reported that differences between delin- 
quent and non-delinquent males occur repeatedly on the 2D, 
Hy, and Pd sealesa. The repetition of such significant dif- 


ferences tends to suggest that male delinquents are more 
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apt to be afflicted with depression, hysteria and psycho- 
pathy then are non-delinquent males. Fry (13), using the 
MMPI, found that male prison inmates exceeded male college 
students in the categories of Hypochrondriasis, bepression, 
Paychopathic Deviate, Paranoia, Schizophrenia and Hypomania, 
He further reported that the male prisoners were exceeded 
by male collese students in the category of Abnormal Sexual 
Interests, Again using the MMPI, Blair (3) made a compara- 
tive study of disciplinary offenders and nor-offenders in 
the Canadian Army and established that individual offenders 
had e combination of high Psychopathic Deviate and high Hy- 
pomeania scale scores. He further states that individual of- 
fenders had unusually high Schizophrente scale scores and 
finally, that the MMPI distinguished between offenders and 
non-offenders to a significant degree on seven scales. In 
another study involving Army disciplinary offenders, Clark 
(5), wsing the MMPI, discovered that AWOL's obtained sig- 
nifieantly different seores when compared with the original 
norm groups and e group of non-delinquent soldiers in the 
Army. Sixty-five of one-hundred studiea@ would be classified 
as abnormal with neurotics and psychotics being about equal. 
Other investigators using ether procedures have also 


found significant personality differences between delinquent 
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and non-delinquent people. Endacott (3) administered the 
Rerschach Ink Blot Pest to one hundred male juvenile delin- 
quents and te a non-delinquent control group, His evidence 
pointed to the facts that the delinquent group gave less re- 
sponses indicating a reduction of productivity, that the de- 
linquents have an exeggerated regard for form, that delin- 
quents lacked a creative fantasy and emotional response to 
a situation, that delinquents have marked inability to or- 
ganize adequately their ideas and see relationships proper- 
ly, and, finally, that delinquents had marks of a “stiff- 
geared“ personality that has been created to withstand 
atrong pressure and frustration of the environment, Durea, 
in several studies of juvenile delinquents (6) (7), using 
the Preasey Interest~-Attitude Tests, found that juvenile de- 
linquents were emotionally retarded as compared to non-de- 
linquents and concludes in one of the studies (7) that ma- 
turation of emotional behavior is likely as of much signif- 
icance as intelligence and other variables in a more com- 
plete understanding of the personality of juvenile delin- 
quents, In his other study (6), Durea states that a pro- 
nounced morbid strain seems to characterize delinquents asa 
indicated by their positive emphasis on death, dying, and 


Sins and he says, in conclusion, that it ia inescapable 
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that delinquents are constitutionally different from norm- 
ally adjusted individuals. Khen the Rosenzweig Picture 
Frustration Study waa used to compare the reactions of col- 
lege students with those of inmates of a state prison, Fry 
(12) reported that the tendency of the reactions to frus- 
tration to be attributed to external things or persona in 
the environment was greater in college students than in pris- 
oners and that the tendency was greater in prisoners than in 
ecollege students to direct reactions to frustration inwardly 
in the form of self-criticism or self-blame, The Gluecks 
(14) report in their studies that hostility, ego-centricity, 
and lack of consideration for others are more prevalent 
traits in the personalities of delinquents than in non-de- 
linquents, 

Returning again to studies of military cGelinquents, 
Stouffer and Otness (24) compared one hundred naval enlisted 
men in a @isciplinary status with one hundred unselected en- 
listed men on active duty, They found with regards to the 
delinquents that: divorce and separation were predominant, 
they tended to come from larger families with inadequate so- 
eial and economic backgrounis, they showed lower education- 
al achievement, and they showed a prevalence of psychopath- 
ic and psychoneuretic traits, Ine study of fifty AWOL and 
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fifty neon-AWOL trainees by means of a rating scale covering 
their Army and pre-Army experiences, behavicr, anc attitudes, 
Feldman and Maleski (10) reported that AwWOL's differed from 
non-AWOL's in their adjustment to civilian and miiitary #it- 
uations, that AWOL's reflected maladjustment prior toe their 
entry into service and that they tend to flee from unpleas~ 
ant situations, show more aggression and hostility toward 
the environment, more ego-centrics behavior, and they tencec 
to have somatic complaints and functional dcisorders, 

In summery, it has been shown from this brief survey 
of the literature that differences have been demonstrated 
to exist in the perrzonalities of delinquent persons, whether 
they be civilian prisen inmates, juvenile delinquents, ox 
military offendere, and non-delinquent personnel. The tech- 
nique of studying the problem, apparently, does not alter 
the findings. Samples of studies of personality seem to de- 
monstrate ome fact: no matter from what angle the problem 
is approached ~-- maturity of personality, trait analyses, 
reactive tendencies, emotions, or others, delinquents show 
personality characteristics that are rellably dGifferent from 
non-celinguent. 
Procedures 

In presenting tre present study of ceseribing military 


delinquents on the basis of certain psychological veriabies, 
16 
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the next chapter will outiine the steps in obtaining the 
date, This will include e deseription of the subjects used, 
a brief survey of the different methods availladie in study- 
ing delinquent personalities, a deacription of the method 
ehosen for this study, the manner in which the test was 
constructed, and the details of administration, In Chapter 
Iii, the collected Gata will be analysed for apparent trends, 
Chapter IY will conclude the etudy by deecribing a court 
martial group in terme of the trends isclated in Chapter 
III. Conclusions as to the utility of the method employed 
in the present study will be drawn as well ee implications 
ef the findings for the military services, The final step 
will be to present recommendations and suggestions for fur- 
ther study in cescribing the personalities of dGelingquent and 


nen-delingquent personnel, 
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The Subjects 

In Chapter I, the nature of the prebiem proposed in 
the present study has been stated, its importance has been 
indicated, and a brief aurvey of the literature hes shown 
the historical development of the problem, The present 
ehapter will describe the means by which the data for study~ 
ing the problem were collected, 

The subjects utilized to make the present study con- 
sisted of forty-five Air Force court martial convicteesa in 
confinement at Lockbourne Air Force Base located at Colum- 
bus, Chio. It was originally planned to include ae subjects 
any airman who had been convicted of a court martial offense 
regardless of whether or not he was, at the time of the 
study, in confinement, The problem of getting such non-con- 
fined personnel together ina group at the same time and in 
the same place to administer the test was too difficult te 
continue with this idea, It was then decided to wee oniy 
those who were, at the time of the study, in confinement in 
the base guard house, This represented @n improvement over 


the original plan sinee the men in confirement had just re- 
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sently been convicted of an offense with the result that the 
experience waz a recent one, Also, the fact that the base 
rehabilitation progrem had not had an opportunity to be 
wholly effective with them at this stage of confinement may 
have helped in making them subjects who were more represen- 
tative of the kind of person the study was interested in 
investigating. 

The military renks ef the subjecta were distributed as 
fellews: ferty-cone privates, three privates first ciass, 
and one staff sargeant. Twenty-four different states were 
represented as to place of birth and twenty-one as to place 
of original enlistment. This diffusion tends to egree some- 
what with the findings of Bleir (3) who, in his study of 
Canadian soldiers, found that geographical origination cf 
his subjects apparently had little influence on delinquency. 
The mean age ef the group under study was twenty-two years 
and three monthe with a stancard deviation of four years 
and eight months. The mean age of the group is somewhat 
misleading ac to the actual youthfuiness of the group since 
nearly one-half were age twenty or younger. The presence 
of a few men in their late thirties and eeriy forties oper- 
ated to raise the mean age figure, Total service in the 


armed forces of the subjects was thirty-five months with a 
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atendard devietion of thirty-three montha., Again the mean 
total service figure is semexhat misleading since thirty 
ver cent of the group had been in service for less than one 
year, As to race of the subjects, there were thirty-four 
representatives of the white race and eleven cf negro bloed, 
Fourteen of the subjects were married and thirty-one were 
Single. These figures tend to agree with the findings of 
Lemkau and Kent (16) in their study of dfeciplinary section 
in an Army Neurosis Center in whieh they reported that mari- 
tal etatus apparently had no influence on delinquency, 

Table 1 shows in cembined form the Air Force ratings of echar- 
acter and effictency which were assigned to the subjects in 
their last rating before the present study was underteken,

it must be realized that the present delinquency of 
the subjects hed not, at the time of the study, been re- 
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fleeted in the ratings shown in Table i, 

The native intelligence of the subjecte had been tested 
on various modifications of the Amsy General Classification 
Test, all of which were convertible to AGCT scores. It was 
felt that AGCT was more widely known and uged by workere in 
the testing fleld so all scores were converted to the AGCT 
scale, The test was constructed originally se that the mean 
of an unselected population would fall at one tundred, The 
mean of the present group of subjects was ninety-one with a 
standard deviation of sixteen, The seores ranged from a 
low of sixty-five to a hish cf one hundred and thirty-three, 
However, fifty-elsht per cent of the group had scores below 
the mean of en unselected population. 

The mean of the nwaber of years cf civilian education 
or the group was that of a high school freshman with a stan- 
dard deviation of one year. ‘The lowest grade successfully 
completed in school was fourth, ranging up to and including 
high school graduates. None of the subjects hac attended 
college. 

Total number of courts mertial on which the subjects 
had been convictead was seventy-two. This figure indicates 
that there are a great mumber of repeaters represented in 
the group, Ranging from the most severe type court mertial 


te the least severe, the numbers of courts martial which 
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the subjects hac were aa follewe: General-one, Special - 
twenty-six, and Swamary - fowr'ty-five, 

The nature of the delinquent act on which the subjects 
were convicted and the number of times this offense was conm~ 
mitted is set forth alphabeticelly in Table ¢@,

Table 2 indieates that the subjects committed a total 
of seventy-three offenses and the previous paragraph indic~ 
ates that seventy-two courte martial were awarded for these 
offenses, The discrepancy between the figures is explained 
by the fact that one subject was tried for two separate of~ 


fenses on a single court martial. Table 2 alec indicates 
16 
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that sixty-seven per cent of the offenses inveived unauth- 
erised absence from station and duty. 

Thirty of the subjects indicated that their family was 
broken during childhood due to death of a parent, divorce, 
er separation, This figure repregents about sizty-eix per 
cent of the subjects and tends to agree with the findings 
of Stouffer and Otness (25) end Lemkau ard Kent (16) who 
reported that normal homes produce a smaller preportion of 
military celinquents than broken homes. 

Appendix I contains a dupliteate copy of the Ferseonal 
Data Sheet which was utilized in gathering personal informa- 
tion about the subjects, 

The subjects for the present study were chosen mainly 
because of their proximity to Columbus, Ohisc. Air Force per- 
sonnel were utilized due to the fact that there was no other 
service installation, with sufficient numbers of delinquent 
personnel to provide a satisfactory populetion, in the vi- 
cinity of the area where the study was being conducted, 

The subjects were tested ducing January and February 1952, 
Due to the fact that only a limited number ef the subjects 
could be made available for testing at one time and because 
of the limited ecopies of the test, it was necessary te ad- 
minister the test several times. The first group of twelve 
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subjects was tested January 321, 1952; the second group, also 
containing twelve subjects, on February 2; the third groug, 
containing eleven subjects, on February 14; and the fourth 
and final group of ten subjects wee tested February 2c, 
There are many methods avallable for the descriptive 
study of personality. The scientific study of persenality 
has its origin in the methods employed in psychometrics as 
developed in mental testing. It soon became evident, howe 
ever, that there waa one bic difference between mental test~ 
ing ané personality testing. Wherees in mental tests a uni- 
versally correct answer can be determined, in personality 
tests several answers could be right depending on the indiv- 
idual and the circumstances. Stagner (93) divides the meth- 
oda of personality study inte the areas of stimulus, response, 
ané intervening variables, When studying personality in 
terms of social-stimulus value, the best method is the rat- 
ing technique, If one wishes to study personality as re~ 
sponse, in which the investigator's attention seems directed 
prisarily to a tallying of responses, the best method i# 4 
Geseription of actual behavior, The third sethed of per- 
sonality study ia a group of techniques directed at the Ge- 
termination of inner organizational patterns, the interven-

ing variebles between stimulus and responee, It is possible 
to distinguish between relatively shallow and deep penetra- 
tions of the —— Among the methods used for shallow 
penetrations is the interview and the free association meth- 
od first used by Jung (15). In this method used by Jung, 
the subject ms asked to give the first word which came te 
hie mind in response to each of one hundred stimulus words, 
It was preaumedc that an emotional problem had been encount- 
ered when any of the foliowing symptome appear: very long 
reaction time or complete failure to respond; irrelevant re- 
sponge word; pecullar response word; and repeated use of the 
eame responmme, Anether method for probing, the more shallow 
recegses of the personality which has received very wide we- 
age, especially in studies of delinquent personality, is the 
questionnaire, variously called data sheet, inventory, sched- 
ule. or test, The preblem of what they ere and what they 
mean is one of the great difficulties eneountered in using 
the questionnaire, Referring again to Stagner (23), other 
reasons why the questionnaire was rejected for purposes of 
the present study may be found. He states that structurec 
test situations tend to interfere with the free expression 
of personality trends, because gach of ue have learned to do 
things in the correct and proper way. Yerbal material haz 
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a tendency to eet off legical definitions er culturally ap- 
proved stereotypes which Go not truly represent the inner 
personality structure, When a person is askec a question 
on the personality questionmmaire, he will, generally, answer 
truthfully uniess there is reason to believe that th would 
net please the pergon who asks the gestion or would expose 
the answerer to censure. 

Still another method in stucying personality, @ method 
which, avowedily, probes the innermost recesses of sfersonal- 
ity structure, is the projective technique, After Jung (15) 
had experimented with a free - response device known as 
"free aesociation” method, other stimuli besides words were 
weed to elicit free responses. Rorechach (21) experimented 
with the responses that people made to a series cf symmet- 
rieal ink blets. Murray (19) tried out a large number of 
different stimuli for their free-association valiwe. of all 
the atimuli Murray experimented with, he found that a set 
ef pictures which he presented one at a time to subjects, 
with the request that they tell a stery based on the acene 
in each picture, elicitec the greatest number and richest 
responses (13), Numerous cther workers have experimented 
with a variety of stimull - doll fisuret, odere, words, gvu- 
sic, and the like -- and various metheds of expression ~ 
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peinting, play, and story telling - for producing free re- 
sponses, 

Prank (11) has ealled all these free-response methods 
“projective techniques." Since this is the method chosen te 
study the personality of the Aix Force court martial cases 
in the present etudy, more of the theory behind projective 
methods should be explained, 

As the etimuli becomes less structured, i.¢,, the re- 
sponses which a subject may cive to a stimulus sitaation is 
broadened, the kinds of responses aleo become more varied - 
may even range over the whole of human experience. Symonds 
(26) sums {t up by saying that whereas in a mental test ea 
subject tells us how well he can respond to questione per- 
taining to a single funetion, in the free-asseclation method 
the subject lets us observe how he will respond when con- 
siderable latitude of choice is sranted him, It may be 
seen that the latter method fs of the greatest value in the 
Giagnosia of peraconality. 

Purther clarification of the term “projective tests" 
is given by Stagner (23) who states thet the term has come 
te be applied te all methods facing the persen with an “un- 
structured” situation, in which hie regponses are not dce- 
termined by the outer stimulus end hence must depend upon 
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inner cenditions, The subject must orgenise the sitvation; 
the meanings mus t be projected frem hie own mind. Symonds 
(26) statee that projection occurs when the subject is pro- 
vided with the oppertunity, due to the nature of the stim- 
ulus situation, of projecting his own experiences, dealres, 
amt conflicts inte a character represented in a picture (the 
stimulus). 

The Ynetructured Ficture Test on which the present 
study is baced is a form of projective technique discussed 
above, This method was chosen sver the other methnoés of 
personality study for severel reasons, First, the subject 
eammot discern what he ought to say, 1.€., good response 
rather than true reepense. fecend, logic is not ef any as~- 
sistence in determining the response to a situation. Third, 
that whieh the subject preducesa must come from within him 
s@, and not from the world of external reality, Fourth, 
as Murray (19) pelinted out in regard te his Thematic Ap- 
perception Teast (TAT), 1t fs based on the well recognized 
fact that when eae person interprets on ambigueue social situ- 
ation, he is apt to expose his ewn personality as much as 
the phenomenon to which he is attending. Absorbed in his 
attempt to explain the odjective oceurrence, be may become 


maively uneonsetous of himself and of the serutiny of others, 
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and, therefere, defeneively less vigliant. The subject is 
usualy disclosing {rmer tendencies; wishes, fears, and traces 
ef past experiences, ?ifth, projective methods stimulate 
easeociations of ideas which are relatively free from cul~- 
turally approved aterotyped influences, Sixth, and lastly, 
as Frank (11) points out, projeetive teats, like the x-ray 
photograph, enable us to see something of inner structure 
without damaging the organism, 

The Thematic Picture Test on which the present study 
is based is an adaptation of 4 method of personality study 
devised by Morgan and Hurray (15). The Morgan and Murray 
test was called a "Thematic Apperception Tent” ~- “appercep- 
tion” im that the stories, in response to pictures, were 
constructed from dynamic tendencies within the indivicual 
stirrea up from his past experiences, and “thematic” because 
they could recognize in the stories “themes” - combinaticns 
of needs and the situations which aroused them, The TAT 
revealed the presence cof motivational etrivings which the 
individual has carried down to the present from earlier ex~ 
periences, Murray later eclaborated thie test and included 
it among a number of other so-called projective techniques 


in nis book Fxplo y (19). Most of the 





Gevelopment of the TAT has been carried on at the Harvard 
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Faychclogical Clinic, The test has now gone through three 





editions, The Mavual accompanying the third edition of the 
test (20), printed by the Harvard University Printing of- 
fice, may be considered the most authoritative statement in 
the use of this test available today. 

There have been several variations of the TAT uaed by 
éifferent investigetors for different purposes. To name 
tut a few, Schwartz (22) prepared a set of pictures for the 
purpose of studying delinquents, much in the same way that 
the TAT is used, Symonds (26) used a set of forty-twe pia- 
tures in investigating adelescent fantasy, Thompson (28) 
constructed still another modification of the TAT. 

With the above modifications of the TAT indicating that 
& special test could be constructe4a to study a given group 
ef cubjects ina special situation and with the statement 
by Stagner (23) that almost any kind of performance which 
Sllowe euffielentliy free play for the expression of inner 
trends might serve as a projective persormmlity teat, it was 
deeiced to construct a new Thematic Fieture Test for pur 
poses of tho present etudy., The enly sanner in which this 
teet differed from the TAT as devised by Murray was in the 
pictures presented to the subjects. The pictures represent- 
ed military situations, in the main, since 1t was believed 


that the military situation is sufficiently different from 
2k 
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civilian situations to warrant a different set cl stimulus 
pictures. This hed the added advantage of being directly 
pointed at the primary problem of the study which is to eol- 
lect personality information of delinguent military person- 
nel on the basis cf a set of psychological variables, it 
also had the added advantage of possibiy previdcing ssope 
for the refinement and standardization of the instrument 
utilized in the present study in future research. 





Symonds (25) indicates several eriteria for the eclec- 
tien of pictures for the investigation of adolescent fan- 
tasies, He states thet lack of detail is the one factor in 
the pictures which correlates most highly with general good- 
ness in the otoriea, The selected pictures should be vague 
in theme and incomplete in content. Next in order of sig- 
nificance is the extent to which the pictures contain char- 
acters of the same age and culture as those who are to write 
the atories, He concludes by saying that the abuve criteria 
suggests that one should eliminate, so far as possible, de-~- 
tails whieh will tex in any way to limlt or circumscribe 
the tree play of the imagination in the censtruction of the 
atory and, secondly, that the pictures should contain or in- 
piy characters with which the persons telling the steries 
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can identify themselves. Murray (20) reenforces the criter- 
ia set up by Symonds to some degree, He states that exper- 
ience has shown that in the lone run the stories obtained 
are more reveeling anc the validity of the interpretations 
48 inereased if most cf the pictures include a perton who is 
of the Same sex as the subject. 

With the above criteria firmly in mind, an informal 
board composed of Dr. John £, Horrocks, the writer's acviser 
for the present study, Miss Helen Wiltshire, a research as- 
sistant in psycholesy with particular interest in projective 
methods, and the writer, met tc determine what pictures 
sheuld be included in the Thematic Picture Test to be util- 
ized in the present study. Frem more than one hundred pic- 
tures submitted, six were selected since the time element 
for both administration and scoring imposed a restriction 
wpon the number which could be used in the test. A seventh 
stimulus situation was added ~-- a blank theet of photograpnic 
paper. 

Besides the criteria for selection outlined by Symonds 


and Murray, the board also attempted to keep if mind thei 
the group to be tested was a delinquent group and pictures 


which would allow the subjects to react to authority were 


includeé when they met the other criteria as well, 
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When the six pictures were finally selected, since they 
were pictures drawn from various sources, it was necessary 
to re-photerraph ard reprint them on uniform size paper. 
The pictures were ther inserted inte folders, one picture per 
foléder, The order in which they were to be presented was 
rancomly selected, but onee ezlected held uniferm for all 
subjects. Evfficient pictures were reproduced for thirteen 
complete este, This meant that a maximum of thirteen sub- 
jeets could be teated at any ane time, but this wes held te 
be feasible eince to conetruct more seta would have been 
economically unsound, Appendix II contains a complete set 
of the picturea in the order in which they were presented 
te the subjecta. The instructions for performing the test 
are also included in thie Appendix, 

iis of Admin t 

Elsewhere in the present chapter the dates on which 
the Thematic Picture Test was administered are set forth, 
The subjects consisted of forty-five Air Force delinquent 
personnel who were at the time of the study, serving a 
eourt martial sentence in confinement in the Lockbourne Air 
Force Base Guard House, Upon permission of the base auth- 
orities to utilize these subjects, definite dates for test 


administration were arranged with the Prison Officer who

was immediately responsible for the delinquents. Hach sub- 
ject was privately interviewed by the writer, the primary 
idea being one of obtaining cooperation of the subjects, It 
was made clear to them that their participation in the study 
was entirely voluntary and that if they did consent to being 
a subject, strict anonmity would prevail where individual 
eases were scrutinized, It was planned to observe anonmity 
by aesigning the subjects numbers durins the interview, 
Thereafer, the subject referred to himself by number instead 
of name, The idea of a psychological type study wes minin- 
ized to as great a degree az possible, the subjects being 
impressed, alternately, with the idea that the test was a 
survey of service personnel to obtain their ideas, attitudes, 
opinions, and feelitngs about certain pictured situations. 
The essence of the content of the interview is outlined in 
Appendix III of the present study, <After the individual in- 
terviews were completed, the Unstructured Thematic Picture 
Test was administered as a group test in an area of the 
Guard House set apart from the other prisoners, 

Murray (20) suggeste the importance of a sympathetic 
environment. He continues by aaying that net only should 
the physical environment be inviting but also the examiner 
should show receptivity, good will, and appreciation of the 
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efforts made by hig subjects. Due to the necessary nature 

of the physical environment in the present study, it may be 
held that a deficiency existed. This deficlency was partiali- 
ly compensated for by the examiner doubling his efforts to 

be appreciative of the work done by his subjects, 

The procedure ie merely thet of presenting a series of 
pictures to a subject and encouraging him to tell stories 
ahout them. invented on the spur of the moment. The fact 
that stories collected in this way often reveal significant 
components of personality is dependent on the prevalence of 
two psychological tendencies; the tendeney of people to in- 
terpret an ambiguous human situation in conformity with their 
past experiences and present wants, and th tendency of those 
who write stories to do likewise; draw on the fund of their 
experiences and express their sentiments, and needs, whether 
sonseious or unconscious (20). 

The Girections fer administering the test are somewhat 
standardized, Murray (20) sugzests keeping the stories with- 
in a time limit and in the interests of economy of time this 
suggestion was followed in the present study. The first 
group tested was allowed seven minutes per picture but for 
succeeding groups this time was increased to ten minutes 
since it was apparent that the lesser time was not sufficient 


for the subjects to write a complete atory. Opposite picture 
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number one in folder number one, the directions for the sub- 
jects for taking the test were included, ‘Special directions 
were necessary for situation number seven and these were in- 
eluded in folder number seven, Each folder contained a 
blank sheet of payer upon which the subjects were to com- 
pose their stories about the picture, This paper contained 
the pame number as was written below the picture in the fol- 
der and on the outelde cover of the foider, Complete in- 
structions to the subjeets for taking the test are included 
as a part of Appendix II of the present study. 

With the exception of a very few cases, rapport was 
estabilshed immediately. In talking with the few whe did 
not seem able to write, it was discovered that their main 
trouble was in expressing in written language the feelings 
they experienced when studying the pictures, This defect 
eouid obviously have been alleviated if there had been suf- 
fieient time availabie for the examiner to record individ- 
wally their verbaliced rernetions to the pictures, The only 
interruptions to the testing procedure was to inform the 
subjects that time had expired for one picture and that they 


Were to begin writing on the next picture, 
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in Chapter II the subjects used in the present study 
were described, some of the methods available for studying 
personality were presented along with the particular method 
ehosen for the etudy at nand. A description of how tne Un- 
structured Thematic Picture Test was constructed was pre- 
sented and finally, the details of administration were out- 
lined. It now beecomes appropriate to analyze the data that 
were obtained from the test. This the present chapter will 
attempt to accomplish, 

Murray proposed the general outlines for content anal- 
ysis in hie first deseriptions of the test (18). In his 
beok, Exploration in Personality (19), he elaborated the 
preposed procedure. In his revised manual (20), he sugreste 
ae a first step in interpretation a determination of the 
here or principal character in the story, the character with 
whom the #ubject has identified himself: (1) the character 
in whom the story teller was apparently most interested, 
whese point of view was adspted, whose feelings and motives 
have been most intimately portrayed. He (or she) ia usuai- 
ly (2) the one who most resemblee the subject, an individ- 
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val of the same sex, of about the same ace, atatus or role, 
who shares some of the subject's sentiments and aims. This 
character, called hero (whether it be male or female) is 
usuaily (3) the person (or one of the persens) depicted in 
the picture, and (4) the person who plays the leading role 
in the drama (literary hero), who appears at the beginning 
and is most vitally invoived in the outceme. 

Murray (20) feels that it should not be assumed that 
every story has one and only one here. There may be vari- 
ous herees in succession, or two or more heroes may depict 
opposite sides of the subject's character, or there may be 
& primary and secondary here, Finally Wekstein (29) re- 
ports that the hero may be a group or collective hero, or 
the hero may even be some animal or an abstract bellier or 
quality. He has suggested that the hero may represent dif- 
ferent aspects of the subject who tells the story. For 
instance, the hero may do things that the subject has done 
or things that he has wanted to do. Or the here may depict 
more elementary, unconscious forces within the subject, In 
some cases the hero exhibits feelings or desires that the 
subject is experiencing at the moment, but which may not 
be a very real or important aspect of personality. Pinaliy, 
the hero in the story may be an anticipation of the subject's 


future behavier, 
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As determinec by the above criteria, Table 2 liste 
the heroes by picture and Che number of times the subjects 
identified themselves with any particular hero.

The next atep in enaly#ting the content of the stories 
produced by the subjects is to separate aspects of the pro- 
tovel into their neecs, Meeds are defined by Murray (29) as 
the desires, wishes, ispulees, end tendencies of a given in-

the reactions of the heroes the interpreter is free to uve 
any set of variables he chooses, It ali depends on what he 
wenta to know about his subjects. Murray has presented zev- 
eral lists of needs (19) (20) which may be used es a clas- 
sificatory scheme for tabulating needs, Each list that 
Murrey presents differs from the preceding, indicating that 
there is not anc never can be any one complete and fully 
aecepteble list of needs. For the purposes of the present 
study, twenty-seven needs (or drives) were compiled from 
Murray's main works with the TAT (19) (20) (18). 

The basis for selecting the needs variables was that 
these most readily understandable and easily identifiable 
in the stories were selected, A need may express itseif 
subjectively as an impulse, a wish er an intention or ob- 
jeetively as a trend of overt behavior, Needs may be fused 
so that one action satisfies two or more at once; or one 
need may funetion merely as an instrumental force, subsid- 
Jary to the satisfaction of another dominating need, 

The variables upon which manifest needs were graded, 
the nmumber of times a particular need appeareca in each pic- 
ture as well as the total times the neec appeared in ail 
seven pictures are set forth in Table 4, below. For the 
operational definition of each variable see Appendix IV.

For purposes of later content interpretation, it is weil 
te note the high, as well as the low occurrence of needs va- 


rlables which appeared in the steries, Ey inspection 1% will 
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be noted that those needs which appeared most frequently in 
numerical order Crom highest to lowest were: achievement, 
affiliation, succorance, aggression (physical, secial), and 
sex. At the other end of the scale, 1.¢., those needs which 
appeared moat infrequently, we find: rejection, understand- 
ing, aggression (dominance), abasement, and deference, 
Besices the needs outlined above, the iist of variables 
velonging to the hero includes nine inner states and emo- 
tions. Presented in Table 5 are the emotional states, nun- 
ber of times any particular emotion appeared in each pic- 
ture as well as tine total times it appeared for the seven 
pictures, See Appendix IV for the operational definition of 


each variable.

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Again by inspection of the inner states or emotions, 
it is zeen that conflict. anxiety, and dejection appeared 
most frequently and that distrust and jealousy were the 
most infrequent emotional variables which the subjects pro~- 
jected into their heroes, 

The next step in analysis of the protoeois is to ob- 
serve the general nature of the situations, especially the 
human situations, which confront the heroes, These situa- 
tiona which are forees of the heroes environment have been 
ealled press by Murray (19). He has presented several liste 
of press (19) (20), but like his list of needs, each differs 
from the prececing one. In the present atudy, the press 
(kinds ef envirenmmental forces or situations) variables are 
these which Murray outlines in his TAT Manual (20), This 
list classifier press acserding to the effect that they 
heave (or promise or threaten to have) upon the hers. In 
thie list of press, more than half directed tuward the hero 
ave trends of eaectivity originating in other characters; that 
ig to say, they are needs of persons with whom the here 
deais. This being understood, it is not harc to eee thet 
the cencept of prees can be extended to include the ab- 
sence of required beneficial press (iaeck, deprivation, loss, 


disporsessien) and alec te include bediiy disturbances to 
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which the personality must adjust (physical pain, injury, 
disfigurement). 

The variables upon which presse was graded, the number 
of times each variable appeared in each picture, and total 
times which the variable appeared in all seven pictures is 
presented in Table 6, Fox the operational definition of 
each variable, see Appendix IV.

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Onee wore, for purpses of later interpretation, 1% will 
be noted that the highest cecurrences of press were on the 
variables of affiliation (associative), affiliation (eme- 
tional), Gominance (coercion), dominance (restraint), and 
physical danger (active). The lowest occurrences of press 
variables were aggression (physical,a social), aggression 
(destruction of property), and rejection. 

The next important matter to consider is the compara- 
tive strensth of the forces emanating from the hero and 
from the environment. Thie idea may be referred te simply 
as the outcome of the story told by the subjects on each 
picture. Symonds (26) says that the attempt to deseribe 
the outcome of a story should lead to & general cescristion 
of the moed or atmosphere of the story. The outcomes of 
the stories, the frequency which they eccurred in each pic- 
tuse, and the total times thet cutecome was present for all 
tne pictures are listed in Tabie 7. 

By itnepection, it is noted thet success and here Kilies 
are the most prevalent cutcomes, 

In the following chapter, it ie planned to interpre? 
the scores on the several variables comprising needs, emo~ 
tions, press, and outcomes as tabulated in Tables 4 through

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the findings. Before closing the present chapter, however, 
it seems appropriate to analyze the Thematic Ficture Test 
in terms of number of words elicited per picture since the 
secondary purpose of the present study is to draw conclu- 
sions ag to the utility of a Thematic Picture Teat in de- 
seribing a court martial group. In analyzing the best pic- 
tures in terms of the purpose exprensed for the present study, 
an analysis of themes will also be listed. Symonds (26) 
atates that the pictures which are most valuable are those 
which yield the greatest range and depth of fantasy and 
bring out many facets of the personality. 

In Table &, the mean number of words per story written 
avout a particular picture is presented. The atandard de- 
viation from the mean as well eas the range of words elicited 
by each picture is also tabulated, Presented, too, are the 
means when excluding those subjects who were able te write

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Murray (20) suggested keeping the stories within a 
time limit. As previowsly stated elsewhere in the present 
paper, this condition was met, allowing seven minutes for 
the firat group of twelve subjects but inereasing this to 
ten minutes for subsequent groups when it was discovered 
that seven minutes was, apparently, not time enough to pro- 
Guee Stories of sufficient length. In either instance, the 
time Yimit was longer than Kurray's suggested six minutes 
per pieture, Kurray (20) says that the average adul¢ may 
be expected to produce three bundred werds per picture, As 
evidenced by the above table, tie subjects in the present 
study fell considerablly below this musber even with an in- 
creased time limit. Symonds (26) atates that the procedure 
takes longer when the subject is asked to write hile own 
etory in group administration ss compared to shert hand re- 
eerding for individual administration, Nevertheless, Murray 
furtner states that regardiess of the length of the gory, 
there is usually some psychologically significent material 
presented, 

Again veferring to Murray (20), he states that the in- 
teraction of a hero's need (or fusion of needs) and an en- 
vironmental press (or fusion of press) together with the 
oatcome constitutes a simpie theme. shen used creelsely 


the term cesignates the abstract dynamical atructure of an 
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episede, when used loosely it means plot, motif, thene, 
principel dramatic feature of the story. Fer the present 
study, the latter view has been accepted, adopting the word 
theme instead of thema. 

fable 9 lists the variety of themes elicited from the 
several pictures. For a more detailed descriptive analysis 
of themes related by the subjecta for each picture, refer 
te Appendix V.

The worksheets used by the scorer for each gubicct are 
appended te the present study, marked Appendix VI, Included 
on these worksheets for each eubject la a detailed enalyais 
of each picture in the analytical categories of here, needa, 
emotions, press, cuteome, and theme, Listed also are the 
mumber of words elicited per picture, 
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As waa stated in Chapter I of the present atudy, the 
primary purpo@e in conducting the present experiment is te 
Geseribe, on the basis of certain psyehological variables, 
a group of Air Force Court Martial cases. In order to ac- 
complish the stated objective, 1t becomes necessary to in- 
terpret the scores on the several variables as presented in 
Chapter Iii. 

Murray (20) outlines in his TAT Manual the procedure 
for interpreting the scores. He states that a set of stor- 
ies should be analyzed and scored at first regardiess of 
the prebable personal significance of their content, The 
result is a list of unusually high and unusually iew vari- 
ables (needs, emotions, and press), and a list of prevai- 
ent themes anc outcomes, Then two tentative assumptions 
are made, The first is that the attributes of the heroes 
(needs and emotional atates) represent tendencies in the 
subject's pereonality. These tendencies belonz to his past 
or te his anticipated future, aml hence ttand preaumably 
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for potential ferces which are temporarily cormant; or they 
are active in the present, (Of these past, present, or 
anticipated tendencies, the subject may be more or loss 
unconseious,) They represent (not literally in most cases 
wut evmboliically) (1) thines the subject hes done, or (2) 
things he has wanted to de or been tempted te Go, or (3) 
¢lesentary forces in his personality of whieh he Ras neve> 
beon entirely eomscious although they may have given rise 
to fantasies and dreams in childhood er later; and/or they 
represent (4) feelings and desires he is experiencing at 
the moment; and/or (5) anticdpations ef his future behavior, 
semething he would like to Go, ox Will perhape be forced to 
do, ox gomething he does not want te do but feels Se might 
do beeause of some hal?f-recognized weakness in himsell. 
Murray (20) goes om to state that the second assumption 
48 that the press variables represent forces in the subject's 
apperceived onviroment, past, present, or future. They re- 
fer literally or symbolically, to (1) situations he hes 
actually encountered, or (2) situations whish in reveries 
or dreamea he has imagined encountering, out of hope or 
fear; or (3) the momentary situation (press of the examiner 
and the task) as he apperceives it; and/or (4) situations 
he expects to encounter, vould like to encounter, or reads 
45 
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encountering. Roughly toe press may be interpreted az the 
subject's view of his world, the impressions he is likely 
to prefect inte hie interpretations of an existing situa- 
tion and into his anticipatieons of future situations. 

Some knowledge ef the subject's past history and present 
elrevwmatance plus a little intuition is required te decide 
whether e given element belergs to the subject's past. pres- 
ent, or anticipated future. However, Murray (20) says, and 
thie point is to be emphasized, that the Giscrimination of 
the tempovel reference fia not a matter of eritical impert- 
ance, 

Throughout the scoring of a protocol the Personal Data 
Sheet of the Subject (see Appendix I) was kept before the 
aecorer, The cirowsstance of each subject at the tine of 
the study, wae obviously that of confinement with the at- 
tendent maladjuatmenta such a situation produces, Yith 
these facts as a basis, the remainder of the dlacrimination 
of temporal reference had to be based on the intuition of 

Referring to Table 4 of Chapter III, it may be re~ 
celled that the group scored highest on the needs variables 
of achievement, affiliation, succorance, aggresmion (physic~ 
@l, social), and sex, (Refer again te Appendix IV fer a 
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deseription of the variables.) They seored lowest on the 
variables of rejeetion, understanding, eggression (domin-~ 
ance), abasement, and deference, A study of Table 5, pre~ 
viously pregentad, reveals that the subjects scored highewt 
on the emctional variables of conflict, anxiety, end dejec-~ 
tien and lowest on the variabies of distruat and Jealocuay, 

Translating these fintings on the basis of Murray's (20) 
first assumption that the attributes of the hero represent 
tendencies in the subject's pereonality, it appears feasible 
to conclude that the court martial group under study need, 
most of all, to achieve something important, to work at 
gomething with energy and persistence. to strive tc acconm- 
plish something creditable. 

The high score on the variable of affiliatian would 
seem to reflect the present environment of the subjects, A 
Similar interpretation might be aseribed to the variable af 
aggression (physical, social), Perhaps this variable is 
high, net 80 much as a cause of the oresent environment, 
wat cue more to the basic mission of an armed force. Then, 
teo, this variable of aggression (physical, social) may be 
unduly high because of the stimulue provided by the pic- 
tures, Eren (9) has emphasized the importance of taking in- 
to consideraticn the stimulus provided by the pictures in 
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making a valid interpretation of any given protecel., 

Tne weed of sex is probably very real in the present, 
and, may be an anticipation of the subject's Pruture behav- 
ior. Swuecorance is probably also a very real need cof the 
present since it is not too diffieult to visualise the sub- 
jecta seeking aid or consclation in thelr present circun- 
stance, 

interpreting the infrequent end of the needs variables, 
we would expect the group not te reject or rewain indiffer- 
ent to an inferior. They would not possess much under- 
standing as it has been cefined in the present study ~~ bave 
little, if any, inclination to analyze events and general- 
ize, The group 18 prebably not aggressively destructive -~- 
not apt to break, smash, destroy, cr burn a phyztical object. 
Likewise, they will probably net subsait to abagement easily 
nor would they be expectecé to show dererence ~~ adulration 
ami support of a superior other. 

In aecoréance with the high findings on the variables 
of emotion, the court martial group evidences a state of 
emotional confiict -- a state of uneerteinty, Indecision, 
or perplexity. A definite state of anxiety exists among 
thes, anxiety being divided mainly between worry and fear 
sinee our cefinition ineluded both of these emotional 


states, The group appears to be dejected, experiencing & 
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feeling of dleappointment, cisillugionment, cepresaton, sor- 
rou, grief, or despair, 

Tre emotional states of distrust and jealousy appeared 
most infrequently, so that we would expect these states not 
te be prevaient within the sroup to any excessive cerree. 

Referring to Table 6, 1t is noted that the highest 
press variables were affiliation (associative) and (Emo- 
tional), dominance (coercion) and (restraint), and physical 
danger (active). ‘The most infrequent press variables were 
aggression (physical,asoeial) and (destruction of property). 
and rejection, 

Procecding on Murray's (20) second assumption that 
prese variables represent forces in the subject's aoper~ 
ceived environment, past, present, or future, it is possible 
to further describe the cours martial group on the basis of 
the high anc low findings on the prees variables. Fress 
mey be defined simply es meaning the subject's view of 
their world, Thies group sees the world with associative 
anc emotional affiliation -~ they have friends or soclabie 
companions and a person (parent, relative, lover) is af- 
fectionately deveted to them. The world is filled with 
dominance for these people: coercive dominance where some- 


ome triee to force them to do something and reetreintive 
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dominance where they are prevented from doing something. 
According te their view, the world centains a great amount 
ef phytical danger such as train collsien, lightning, storm 
at sea, and bombardment, 

The infrequency of physical, asecilal aggression az a 
presse variable indicates that they perceive the world as 
eontaining little criminal or gang violence. They are not 
particularly concerned with having their personal property 
Gestreyed as indicated by the low variable of aggresaion 
(destruction of property). Rejection by other persons seems 
net to be an overly active threat te the group. 

A study of Table 7, reveals that the most frequent 
outcomes of the stories written by the subjects were success 
and hero killed. The need for suscess and achievement 
seems to appear cnee again as being characteriatic of the 
group, The high frequency of death cutcome may indicates 
that the “pronounced morbid strain” of which Durea (4) 
espeke in hia study ef juvenile delinquents is being evid- 
enced by these military delinquents, 

The question of norms may be properly raised for such 
a study as was conducted in this paper. In answer, Symonces 
(26) emphasises that not enough werk has as yet been done 
on the TAT to provide satisfactory nores which would enabie 
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us to formulate any general expectations and also with re- 
gards to subjects from special groupe. The Unstructured 
Themetie Picture Test which was employed in the present ex- 
periment, likewise, has utilized no norma. Aa was stated 
in Chapter I, it is ene of the ultimate objectives to re- 
fine anc standardize the inotrument in future research, 
Before leaving the description of e@ court martial 
group it 1s well to emphasize as Murray (20) has done, that 
the conclusions reached through an analysis cf Thematic Pic- 
ture stories must be regarded as cood leads” or working 
hypotheses to be verified by other methods. rather than 
aa proved facts. 








in accordance with the secondary objective announced 
in Chapter I, it is now appropriate to Grew some conclu 
aicne regaming the utility of the Unstructured Thematic 
Picture Test tor gathering information to describe a court 
martial group. 

It is felt that the test was quite efficient in pro- 
@ucing descriptive materials as evidenced by the concelu~ 
sione which it was poseible to ¢raw from the secering of 
needs, emotions, and press variables, It was also possible 


to inter limited conelusions from the seoring category cf 
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outcomes, The stated ultimate objective of testing a non- 
Gelinquent military greup to compare With the findings of 
this study, 1s necessary before any statisticaliy sicnifi- 
eant cifferences between Gelinquent and nen-dellnquent mil-— 
itary groups can be established. However, for the purpose 
ef wathering material ef a psychological nature, the pres- 
ent test eypears adequate, Ita discriminatory power ree 
mains to be tested, 

As shown in Table &, pictures oumber one, two, four, 
six ang seven were superior to numbers three and five in 
their power to elicit the greater quantity of words, The 
other criteria of a good picture for purposes of thematic 
testing, variety of themes, shows that numbers two, three, 
five, 81x and seven were superior to mumbers one and four, 
These figures are shown in Table 9. It is felt, however, 
that a larger populetion should be tested than wae used in 
the present etudy before any definite conciusione can be 
drawn as to the inclusion o2 exclusion of sertein pictures 
in future research with similar purposes, 

The greatest implication from the findings outlined a- 
bvove seems to be in the area of leadership techniques enm- 
ployed in working with personnel who have been court martial- 
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ed, Ag was stated elsewhere in the present paper, the lead- 
ers of court wertialed pergonmmel should be cognizant of the 
characteristies of such personnel in order to obtain the 
mexinmum effectiveness from their efforts, The findings of 
the present stucy may acd, somewhat, to thia area of know- 
ledge. 

It is indicated from the Pindings, as outiined above, 
that the leaders of court martialed personnel sheulc allow 
such personnel maximum opportunity for achievement in their 
own right. They need encouragement and suppert in thelr ef- 
forts as well as recognition for the work whieh they co ac~ 
complish, 

Sourt martialed personnel should have the oppertunity 
to seek and enjoy the company of the cpponite sex to a de- 
gree consistent with the ebjectives of the organization, 

It is indicated that auch a group is, apparently, very 
willing to fight for their country or, at least, fer a good 
cause, 

It is possible to infer that a court wartial group is, 
prebably, very loyal since the findings seem to indicate 
that they are not prone to rejeet or remain indifferent to 
an inferior, 

As @ group, they seem to lack understanding. This 
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would inddeate that, where they are the object of instruc- 
tien, it should preceee on a lower level, 

The findings seem aiso to imply that such @ group is 
mot likely te be eggreesively destructive. A single oc- 
eurrenee of such behavior should not be the basis, then, 
fox bread generalization to the group. 

Such @ group is not apt to submit to coercion cr re- 
etraint in order to avoic blame cr punishment, This would 
seem to indicate that they will stand up fer thet which 
they consider right or for those things which they wish to 
ao. 

AS evidenced by the findings, there is a great deal 
of emotional conflict prevalent itn a court martial group, 
oa well as dejection and anxiety. In their relationa with 
them, leaders should remember this and do that whish is 
consistent with recuecing these areas cf emotional inetabil- 
ity. There was little evidence of distrust and jealousy 
among this group, so that these stronger emoticnai areas 
may be a starting point to strengthen the weaker areas, 

A eourt martial group views their world with coer- 
cien and restraint and they fee] dominated, iI: the ser- 
viees, it is difficult to escape such necessary dominance, 
Mevertheless, leaders should keep in miné that unnecessary 
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dominant behavior in relations with sush & group, will prod-~ 

The group alse appears to possess a fear of physical 
danger existing in the outer world, The sormel fear of 
Combat action, common to most people, teemm to be exagcer~- 
ated with this sroup. ferhaps an improvec training eregram 
is one solution to afd in reducing this fear, a pregram in 
which they become more confident of their abilities to ac- 
Complish the taske necessary in combat. 

fhe present study has taken the first step toward the 
ultimate objective of being able to identify at the point 
of industion inte the services those persennel who would be 
wost likely to become cffendcers if they were permitted to 
enter the services, The intermediate step between the 
present study an¢ ultimate objective is thet of testing «a 
non-delinguent military group and establishing the reault- 
ant significant differences, if present selection methods 
ere to be tmproved, it is obvious thet a technique is re-~- 
quired which would make it possible to identify those per- 
sons who are likely to become offenders before they commit 
offenses, The procedure herein outlined mey provide one 
gach technique. 
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With the conclusion of the progent study, it appears 
gustifiablie to estate that on the basis of the Thematic fic- 
ture Teast, a fairly good cescription of & court martial 
group has been obteainec, However, there are three sug- 
geations for further study which should be stated, First, 
as has been repeated throughout the present paper, @ nan- 
Gelinquent group should be studied an the basis of the same 
materiale ubtiliced in the etudy at hand with a view to es- 
tabiishing relfable differences between a delinquent and 
non-delinguent military group. The second suggestion for 
further study fa to test the discriminatory and predictive 
qualities ef the Thematic Picture Test in aeparating pre~ 
éeelingquent from non-delinquent applicants for recruitment. 
The thirs sree of suggested further study is to compare the 
findings of the prewent study with the findings «f the mui- 
tCitude of previous atudies mede in connection with adult 
criminais and juvenile delinquents.
